NIXON WALL RUN 


FOR CALIFORNIA 
GOVERNOR IN 62 


He Says He Has Best 
Chance to Win, and 
Promises Not to Seek 
Presidency.

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 28 (UPI) 
—Richard M. Nixon has staked 
his political future on becoming 
governor of California in 1962, 
but has ruled himself out as a 
presidential candidate in 1964. 

Ending months of speculation, 
the 48-year-old Republican who 
narrowly lost his bid for the 
White House last November, told 
a press conference last night 
that he would run for governor 
next year. 

As for 1964 and the presidential 
election, the former Vice Presi- 
dent said: 

“IT shall not seek the presi- 
dency in 1964. I shall not be a 
candidate and I know people will 
take me at my word. I will not 
be the candidate or the nom- 
inee.”” 

When he was asked about 1968, 
Nixon replied: ‘Il expect and 
hope to be supporting the Re- 
publican who will have been 
elected in 1964.”’ 

Nixon said he decided to run 
for governor, probably against 
incumbent Democrat Edmund G. 
(Pat) Brown, because, “I am 
the one who has the best chance 
and possibly the only chance to 
win and to do the job that needs 
to be done in California.” 

He said he thought that his 
announcement would delight Sen- 
ator Barry Goldwater of Arizona 


_and Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 


of New York, potential G.O.P. 
presidential hopefuls in 1964. 

“This clears the way for 
them,” he told the televised 
press conference, Nixon said he 
had disclosed his decision to his 
family and former President 
Eisenhower before facing the 
television cameras to make his 
announcement. 

‘He indicated his approval,” 
Nixon said, of Eisenhower. 

Goldwater, commenting on the 
announcement, said he had con- 
tended Nixon would. “have to 
run in California and win if he 
was to retain a voice in the 
Republican party.” 

President Kennedy, who de- 
feated Nixon last November, had 
no immediate comment, nor did 
Rockefeller. 

Ahead of Nixon in his bid for

Hodge told United States Dis- 
trict Judge Michael L. Igoe that 
he never received any money 
from 12 state warrants he issued 
to Lydon. 


“I don’t know what became of 
the money and I don’t know any- 
thing about those warrants,”’ 
Hodge said. 

At one point in a heated cross- 
examination, Hodge shouted that 
Lydon ‘took $80,000 that I plead- 
ed guilty for.” 

Harvey M. Silets, chief tax at- 
torney for the United States At- 
torney’s Chicago office, said 
Hodge referred to warrants not 
involved in the current trial. 

Hodge, who testified briefly, 
followed his former assistant Ed- 
ward Epping to the stand.

The eight-point plan, promised 
by Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko when he spoke 
to the General Assembly Tues- 
day, included: 

A non-aggression pact between 
the NATO and Warsaw powers, 
renunciation of use of atomic 
weapons, withdrawal of foreign 
troops from alien soil and meas- 
ures to lessen the danger of sur- 
prise attack.

Chong emphasized his author- 
ity’s desire to keep Monroe and 
Fillmore largely residential, with 
a maximum of 90 new apartment 
units for Monroe, if necessary, 
or all single-family dwellings if 
not. He said 61 per cent of the 
homes in Monroe have been 
rated substandard.

Chong denied that 
land clearance officials have 
avoided their critics, 

The Rev. Mr. Ward, a Negro, 
stressed racial discrimination as 
a complicating factor. Human 
values are being subordinated to 
all others, he said. He accused 
the planners of “gerrymander- 
ing’”’ Monroe to obtain a high 
percentage of substandard dwell- 
ings. 

He asked why no Negro ap- 
praisers were used when proper- 
ty values were determined. ‘‘No- 
body else can know what it costs 
a Negro to buy a home some- 
where else,”’ he said. 

When Chong said he 
mean qualified appraisers, re- 
gardless of color, the Rev. Mr 
Ward replied: ‘‘I want a Negrc 
appraiser and I’m not ashamed 
to admit that here.” 

‘If you don’t live with this prob- 
lem you don’t know it,’’ and none 
of the members of the Kirkwood 
Land Clearance Authority do, he

Anderson surrendered to police 
May 29 in a liquor store holdup 
at 1914 North Grand boulevard, 
in which Jones was killed in an 
exchange of shots with Patrolman 
Henry Lachenicht. The statement 
read at the trial was taken by 
Reardon several hours later, 
after Anderson admitted orally 
to his captors that he had also 
killed William W. Schulze in a 
robbery March 25. Anderson and 
Moore were indicted in both kill-| 
ings. Only Anderson has gone to 
trial so far. 

Jones was identified by Ander- 
son as the robber who shot and 
killed Emerson Wright at the 
latter’s liquor store and delicates- 
sen May 24, A hat found at the 
scene was traced to Jones.

Symington Making 6-Week Tour 


‘Of Near East, Southern Asia 


By a Washington Ceniiiintent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28—Sen- 
ator Stuart Symington (Dem.) 
Missouri, will leave New York 
tomorrow on a six-week trip to 
study international problems in 
the Near East and southern 
Asia. He leaves Washington to- 
day. 

Countries he plans to visit in- 
clude Lebanon, Iraq, Jordan, 
Iran, Egypt, Israel, Pakistan, 
Afghanistan and India. 

In addition, he will stop in 
Germany to study the Berlin 
situation and in Paris to confer 
with Gen. Lauris Norstad, com- 
mander of NATO forces, and 
others. 

Symington will make the trip 
in his capacity as chairman of 
the Senate foreign relations sub- 
committee on Near Eastern and 
Asian affairs. On his return he 
will report on his mission to the 
full committee. 

Before leaving here Symington 
said he was particularly inter- 
ested in talking with leaders of 
so-called uncommitted, or neu- 
tral, countries. 

“In some cases, it seems to 
me, they have shown much 
readiness to apologize for Khrush- 
chev’s acts and accept his false 
representations of both Soviet 
and American motives,”’ he said. 

“The region 1 will visit sent 
eight of the 24 national leaders 
who attended the recent confer- 
ence of ‘uncommitted’ nations in 
Belgrade: Nehru of India, Nas- 
ser of the United (Arab) Repub- 


| lio, Daud of Afghanistan and

He said he will devote much of 
his time to a study of the Amer- 
ican foreign aid program, mili-

ment and operation,”’ he said. 
“IT also want to find out, as I 
have on previous trips, what 
people abroad think of us and

“And finally I want to explore 
for myself the present status of 
the defenses of this part of the 
free world.” 

There are a number of poten- 
tially dangerous problems in the 
area Symington will visit. One 
stems from recent reports of a 
possible new Russian move 
against Iran. Another imvolves 
differences between Pakistan 
and India and a third arises 
from the fact that Afghanistan 
and Pakistan have closed their 
borders to each other 

Symington will spend 12 days 
Half of 
that time will be devoted to a 
trip through southern India in 
the company of United States 
Ambassador J. Kenneth Gal- 
braith. Their itinerary calls for 
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a visit to the state of Kerala, 
where Communist influence has 
been strong. 

The Missourian plans to con- 
fer with the chiefs of American 
missions in each country he vis- 
its. In addition, he will meet 
with officials of the countries. 

In Paris he expects to have 
conferences with Thomas K. 
Finletter, United States Ambas- 
sador to NATO, and Gen. James 
M. Gavin, United States Ambas- 
sador to France. Symington 
plans to spend four days in 
Paris. It will be his first stop 
after leaving New York by plane 
tomorrow. 


Symington plans to return to 
the United States about Nov. 8.

The new law, which will go 
into effect Oct. 13, prohibits any- 
one employing 50 or more per- 
sons from discharging, refusing 
to hire or discriminating in 
wages, working conditions or 
privileges against any person be- 
cause of race, religion or an- 
cestry. 

The commission has the power 
to hear complaints, call hearings, 
subpena witnesses and company 
records and issue cease and de- 
sist orders against discrimina- 
tory practices. All orders of the 
commission are subject to ap- 
peal to the courts 

Conciliation, Persuasion. 

The law specifies that the com- 
mission should try to enforce its 
provisions by conference, 
conciliation and persuasion be- 
fore issuing any cease and desist 
orders

10 ARMORED 
TROOP CARRIERS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 (AP) 
~The Army hopes to have its 
soldiers in Germany fully 
equipped in about five months 
with armored vehicles designed 
to move them swiftly and safely 
into battle zones. 


Officials estimated today it 
would take 2000 vehicles to out- 
fit the Third, Eighth and Twenty- 
fourth Infantry Divisions. 


Shipment of the latest model 
M113 troop carriers has begun 
and the Army has contracted for 
speedy manufacture of more. 


The Army long has sought to 
mechanize its infantry in Europe, 
where a fast-moving force has 
an advantage. The Russians are 
known to have mechanized many 
of their divisions. 

Crisis Spur to Plans. 

The Berlin crisis has given 
impetus to the Army's mechan- 
ization plans. 

Perhaps two thirds of the 
2000 personnel carriers will be 
the modern, aluminum armored 
M113s, the rest the heavier and 
shorter range M59s. Eventually 
the Army hopes to replace the 
older models. 


In the past, infantry men have 
marched. to the front or have 
been carried up in trucks afford- 
ing little or no protection from 
shell fragments and small arms 
fire. 

Trucks have had to stay pretty 
much on roads, but their tractor- 
like treads permit the new troop 
carmers to strike out across 
country and keep up with fast- 
traveling tank elements. With 
such transportation, ground 
troops are in better position to 
exploit break in enemy lines. 

Armor aon All Sides. 

The M113 and the M59 are 

shielded all around. Army ex- 
perts co nsides r the top protection 
especially important because it 
prevents heavy casualties from 
air bursts of high explosives. 

Experts say such carriers 
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would give troops a measure of 
safety in an area poison 
radiation, 


The M113 can move through 
water and it is light enough to 
be airlifted. The new carrier has 
a 200-mile operating range on 
the ground, as compared with 
the 120-mile range of the M59. 
It weighs 10 tons, less than half 
the weight of the steel armored 
M59. Each carrier a squad of 
12 men.

Our Ex-Nazi Allies 

As an American who has recently 
returned from a six-week stay in 
Berlin with considerable contact 
with the people of East Berlin, 
allow me to share with you my 
strongest single impression. 

There is considerable economic 
dissatisfaction in East Germany, 
and a genuine desire for more per- 
sonal freedom; but the number one 
topic of conversation and complaint 
with the East German people is 
their fear of war and what they 
call West German militarism. This 
is as true of the unhappy 80 per 
cent who form the apathetic, apolit- 
ical opposition as of the 20 per cent 
who support Ulbricht. 

War and West Germany are 
Joined together in the minds of all 
East Germans. We in the West 
have confused our own views re- 
garding the war menace of West 
Germany with the views of the 
East German people and govern- 
ment, and consequently have re- 
fused to credit the all pervading 
fear which does exist there. 


Is there any basis for this fear? 
Despite the surrounding cloud of 
Communist propaganda, certain 
facts cannot be disputed. The West 
German army contains 40 ex-Nazi 
generals, and all of the 140 odd 
generals and admirals in the West 
German armed forces were high 
officers under Hitler. 

Gen. Foersch, the new command- 
er-in-chief of the West German 
armed forces, is a convicted war 
criminal; a Soviet court sentenced 
him in 1950 to 25 years in prison 
for a long list of crimes which have 
never been fully contested. 


The two former Nazi generals 
who have leading posts in NATO— 
Gen. Heusinger, current chaifman 
of the NATO Permanent Planning 
Commission, and Gen. Speidel, 
chief of NATO ground forces in 
Europe—are both liable to prosecu- 
tion under Soviet law for war 
crimes committed during World 
War II on the eastern front. 


The German army has a long his- 
tory of interference in German poli- 
tics, and the East Germans, 
through both experience and their 
education, know better than any 
other people what were the conse- 
quences. Familiar names in famil- 
iar places lead East Germans to 
the old conclusions. 


The West German refusal to rec- 
ognize East Germany, Poland and 
Czechoslovakia is seen as further 
evidence of aggressive intentions. 
In West Germany, irredentist or- 
ganizations, with a combined mem- 
bership of 2,500,000 and mass meet- 
ings of up to 300,000, demand back 
their old homes in land now be- 
longing to East Germany, Poland 
Czechoslovakia and the _ Soviet 
Union. Force is disavowed, but no 
one on either side of the Iron Cur- 
tain believes that any of these lands 
can be added to West Germany 
without a war. 

Whatever interpretation we might 
give to these facts — and many 
others could be mentioned — we 
must try to understand the intense 
fear they instill, almo8t as a reflex 
reaction, in the hearts of people 
who have suffered in the past be- 
cause of German militarism

Obstruction in the House 


The first session of the Eighty-seventh Con- 
gress ended with the House of Representa- 
tives displaying an ill-natured rebelliousness 
that amply justifies the demeaning sobriquet, 
the lower body. Perhaps the affront to the 
Senate could be excused on the ground that 
it was 4 o’clock in the morning, but this does 
not justify the no-compromise attitude that 
has been evident in the House throughout the 
session. We doubt whether this disregard 
for parliamentary decencies Would have oc- 
curred had Speaker Rayburn not been ill at 
his home in Texas. 

What the House did was to wind up its busi- 
ness by passing a $1,125,927,341 supplemental 
appropriation bill and then adjourning, giv- 
ing the Senate, still in session, no chance to 
offer adjustments. The Senate was forced to 
accept the bill exactly as it stood, or kill the 
whole measure; the latter course would have 
necessitated a special session to appropriate 
the money. Normally, Senate and House com- 
promise their differences in conference. 

That is what happened in the case of the 
foreign aid bill, though here again the deter- 
mination of the House to have its own way 
resulted in excessive “give’’ by Senators who 
were fearful of jeopardizing the program. The 
prolonged wrangle was over the difference 
between the $4,196,600,000 voted by the Sen- 
ate and the $3,657,500,000 approved by the 
House. A series of stormy conferences re- 
sulted in a final figure of $3,914,600,000, a 
nearly even split that is a tribute to the per- 
suasiveness of the Senate conferees. The 
amount appropriated was, however, $861,000,- 
000 less than President Kennedy sought. 

There were several conspicuous examples 
of a new House spirit of independence, which 
was due, in part at least, to Minority Leader 
Halleck’s shrewd direction of the conserva- 
tive Republican-Southern Democratic coali- 
tion. One example was the absolute rejection 
of the Administration’s school aid bill, which 
ruled out even a watered-down compromise 
between the two houses. Hostility in the 
House Ways and Means Committee prevented 
consideration of medical care for the aged 
and tax reforms. A postal rate increase was 
swamped on the House floor. 

Although historically there has been a re- 
curring alternation in influence between Sen- 
ate and House, the change this year may be 
based partly on a fundamental change in the 
electorate. The theory is that as the cities 
have grown at the expense of rural districts 
Senators have become more dependent on 
concentrations of urban votes. Mr. Kennedy 
won in the big cities and has sponsored a pro- 
gram that appeals primarily to the cities. Thus 
the Kennedy program appeals to many Sena- 
tors, Republicans as well as Democrats. But 
in the House rural voters have representation 
disproportionate to their numbers; many Rep- 
resentatives have no obligations to big cities. 


Regardless of the reasons (and there are 
others) the manifest mulishness in the House 
means more trouble for Mr. Kennedy’s domes- 
tic program next year. Assuming aid-to-edu- 
cation legislation to be dead for 1962, as has 
been forecast, the principal measures are like- 
ly to cover medical care, tax reform and ex- 
tension of the reciprocal trade program. Un- 
fortunately for the Administration, the House 
considers these subjects to be peculiarly its 
own business. 

But next year is an election year and Mr. 
Kennedy, who has served in both Senate and 
House, can play the political game as well as 
anyone. With one-third of the Senate and all 
of the House to be elected there is bound to 
be a great deal of horse trading. The Presi- 
dent may need to exercise all the skill he can 
muster in the 1962 session. 


The Dream World of 100 

A’ Chicago high school teacher of mathe- 
matics who demands 100 per cent scores of 
his students is himself learning the hard way 
to make a passing grade at his profession. 
For eight years he has been a hot potato in 
the public school system, handed round gin- 
gerly from one principal to another because 
he flunks students who score less than 100 
on his tests in one of four tries. Now he has 
been suspended and ordered to stand trial 
for incompetency. 

This is, we suppose, carrying the counsels 
of perfection—as well as the fetish of grades 
—about as far as they can go. That wise old 
realist Voltaire wrote some little while since 
that “the best is the enemy of the good,” and 
those who are unwilling to settle for less are 
going to become progressively maladjusted to 
human, nature, in which there are 80-odds 
and low-90s mixed with a lot of 60s and 70s, 
but no 100s whatever 

Perfectionism is a fine dream, and can do 
wonderful things as a spur and a lure so long 
as the dream world is kept firmly separated 
from the real: but when they merge, the re- 
sult is an idealistic paralysis. Perhaps the 
closest a mere mortal may come to 100 is in 
making a perfect fool of himself, but that is a 
department in which some imperfection can 
easily be borne. Meanwhile, we remain im- 
pressed and heartened by the accomplish- 
ments of less-than-perfect people every day 
of the world, and settled in the conviction 
that the prognosis, while not perfect, is good. 


Civil Defense Scene Shifting 

It is understandable and also just as well, 
that civil defense planning is proceeding at 
almost a leisurely pace under the new office 
in the Pentagon. Certainly everything should 
be done to guard against spawning of a be- 
lief that anything approaching a crash pro- 
gram 1s necessary. 

This is an excellent time to remember that 
in 1956 there was a nation-wide evacuation 
exercise, the lessons of which are today so 
outdated they are better forgotten. In the 
time of atomic bombs carried by planes, when 
several hours’ warning of an attack was pos- 
sible, there might have been places and oc- 


casions under which evacuation of a metro-“ 


politan area would have been possible. In this 
day of the more quickly delivered and more 
powerful hydrogen missile, it would be far 
better for people to stay where they are in- 
stead of getting out on highways where they 
would be unprotected from radioactive fall- 
out. 

Up-to-date guidance is to be provided in 
pamphlets which the Pentagon expects to 
have ready in December. It will require about 
a year to start the national shelter survey. 
Army and Navy experts must finish a special 
course on shelters and radiation and pass it 
on to 1800 engineers and architects from the 
90 states who will make the survey. 

A search is going on for a pill that would 
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protect against radiation and for light civilian 
clothing that would be impermeable to radia- 
tion. But how many people really believe, in 
their hearts, that effective protection against 
the catastrophic effects of nuclear warfare 
can be guaranteed? The basic truth which 
won't go away is that the only road to sur- 
vival is seeing to it that nuclear warfare 
does not happen. 


One College District 

One reason the Missouri Legislature ap- 
proved a new program of state aid for junior 
colleges was to encourage metropolitan areas 
to join in answering the educational demands 
of their young people. Yet advocates of a 
junior college for St. Louis county alone, 
leaving the city aside, seem to think that half 
the area is better than the whole. 

The county junior college plan was offered 
to the Co-operating School Districts of St. 
Louis county by Alfred J. Fleischer, president 
of the University City School Board. Mr. 
Fleischer believes and hopes that a joint city- 
county college district plan will be defeated 
at the polls. He also maintains that the 
county’s tax base of $1,500,000,000 is suffi- 
cient to maintain a junior college. 

No doubt. the voters would take a close 
look at any district college proposal, because 
it would involve new taxes, and it would re- 
quire a unified effort by school districts—27 
in the county, 28 with the city added. But 
the tax and merger problems are about as 
critical for a county college plan as for one 
including the city. Either proposal might be 
just as susceptible of defeat as the other, and 
the promotion of both as rivals might easily 
defeat both. 

While the county’s tax base undoubtedly 
could support a junior college, the city’s tax 
base is of equal size. Either could operate a 
college. The two together could build a bet- 
ter one, with lower relative overhead, better 
facilities and greater opportunities for stu- 
dents from the whole community. In educa- 
tion, as in other fields, what this metropolis 
needs is more joint effort and less division. 

Another possible obstacle to an area-wide 
junior college is proposed in a University City 
School Board resolution, which favors a jun- 
ior college but urges first priority for a four- 
year State University branch. The two schools 
are not mutually exclusive; the studies show 
that St. Louis will need both. But the resolu- 
tion has its priorities mixed. The area can 
go a long way toward creating a junior college 
before expecting the Legislature to appropri- 
ate funds for a university branch. 

Within a dozen years the college-age group 
in the city and county will at least be dou- 
bled. Where will they go for higher educa- 
tion?

Allen Dulles Retires 


The long-expected announcement of the 
retirement of Allen W. Dulles as director of 
CIA marks the end of a stormy era in its brief 
history. The CIA was created by Congress in 
1947 as an advisory body to the President 
and National Security Council to co-ordinate 
intelligence information. Its budget and staff 
are secret but it has been reported that it 
spends about one billion dollars a year and 
has a staff of 12,000 to 18,000. 

Mr. Dulles was appointed director in 1953 
by President Eisenhower and enjoyed an ex- 
traordinary freedom during the period when 
his brother John Foster Dulles was Secretary 
of State. The CIA, under statutory authority 
to perform “other functions and duties” re- 
lating to national security intelligence 
barked on a world-wide cloak and dag 
operation. There were reports that CIA upset 
governments in Guatemala, Iran, and Egypt. 
During this period CIA exercised broad re- 
sponsibility for foreign policy which properly 
belonged to the President and State Depart- 
ment. 

When President Kennedy. took office, he 
reappointed Mr. Dulles to emphasize the non- 
partisan character of the agency. The CIA 
had been under fire since the U-2 incident 
and the Cuban fiasco led to a re-examination 
of CIA by Gen. Maxwell Taylor. As a re- 
sult of Gen. Taylor’s findings, the responsibil- 
ity for large-scale covert military operations, 
if and when there are any, has been trans- 
ferred to the Defense Department. 

The appointment of John McCone, a Los 
Angeles Republican, continues the symbolism 
of bi-partisanship in CIA. He is no doubt a 
capable administrator, but this record as 
chairman of the Atomic Energy Commission 
under President Eisenhower was not dis- 
tinguished. We hope that he takes over his 
new duties under a clear understanding that 
the CIA will confine itself to intelligence op- 
erations under firm policy control of the 
President, leaving foreign policy making and ‘ 
military operations to. the proper authorities. 
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Time for New Wards 

Aldermanic President Cervantes’s call for 
a redistricting of the city’s 28 wards is as 
sound as the case for it is simple. The City 
Charter authorizes the Aldermen to adjust 
ward boundaries from time to time so that 
the wards will contain as nearly as possible 
the same number of registered voters. This 
is clearly not the situation now. 

Existing boundary lines do not reflect the 
great growth of population in recent years in 
south and southwest St. Louis, nor the exodus 
of residents from the Mill Creek Valley and 
its environs. 

For example, five wards in south and south- 
west St. Louis—the Twelfth, Thirteenth, Four- 
teenth, Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth—con- 
tain 25 per cent more registered voters than 
they should under ideal conditions; conse- 
quently they are grossly under-represented. 

On the other hand four wards have at least 
25 per cent fewer voters than they should, 
and so are substantially over-represented. They 
are the Sixth, in Mill Creek; the Seventh, 
south of downtown; the Seventeenth in mid- 
town, and the Nineteenth in the heart of the 
Negro community. : 

Thus nine wards or about a third of the 
total are either far too large or far too small. 
In addition, several others are substantially 
larger or smaller than the ideal by a margin 
of somewhat less than 25 per cent. 

The result is that a vote for Alderman in 
one ward can count for much more or much 
less than a vote in another ward, some poli- 
ticians have a more powerful voice in local 
affairs than they are entitled to, and close de- 
cisions in the Board of Aldermen may not 
always reflect the true temper of the people. 
Mr. Cervantes is right. The Aldermen should 
redistrict.

THE JUDGES OF THE SECRET 
COURT, by David Stacton, (Pan- 
theon, 255 pgs., $3.95.) 

This is an engrossing account of 
John Wilkes Booth and his role in Lin- 
coln’s assassination. Written as a 
novel, it is reminiscent of such earlier 
treatments of the theme as Eleanor 
Ruggle’s ‘Prince of Players,’’ Van 
Stern’s “‘The Man Who Killed Lin- 
coln’’ and Mrs. Morrow's ‘“‘The Last 
Full Measure.” The first part com- 
bines an account of the assassination 
and the plot which preceded it. The 
second and third parts sketch a graphic 
picture of the assassin’s attempted 
escape and the subsequent trial. 
Throughout, there emerges a _ slow- 
motion psychological delineation of 
Booth’s personality, along with the im- 
pact of his crime upon the psychologi- 
cal life of his family and others who 
chanced to brush against him. 


The reader will inevitably raise the 
question as to whether this semi- 
fictionalized biography is in truth a 
novel. It may be viewed as both his- 
tory and fiction. The author read deep- 
ly and saturated himself in the printed 
materials of the period. He eschews 
the invention of theatrical character 
and fictitious situation, or at any rate 
uses the latter sparingly. The result 
is authentic history and frequently a 
detailed record of actual scenes and 
actual events. 


This respect for the facts of history 
is combined with spirited narrative 
and rich dialogue. As a novel the 
book can be criticized for its constant 
switching from the John Wilkes Booth 
sequence, to either the Booth family 
sequence or the Lincoln sequence, and 
back again. However, this is no mere 
scissors and paste performance.

author not only demonstrates his 
awareness: of the complex forces that 
drive individuals and events in history, 
but as a craftsman he demonstrates 
his ability to create a genuinely dra- 
matic work, one that succeeds in mak- 
ing clear much that would otherwise 
be unintelligible. 

Mr. Stacton begins by introducing 
the reader to Edwin Booth. The year 
is 1892. Edwin is now old and retired 
from a famous career in the theater. 
He sits in his Gramercy Park room 
reading a play called The Judges of 
the Secret Court. It is the title, 
not the play itself, that continues to 
haunt him. In a moment of sudden 
insight there emerges the key to his 
life, a life which for the preceding 30 
years had been lived under the somber 
shadow of that night o* terror in 1865. 
It is from this vantage point that the 
reader returns to the dramatic events 
and the personalities enmeshed in the 
events surrounding the death of Lin- 
coln. 

One by one conspirators and non- 
conspirators alike are introduced. The 
first is the central actor in the final 
tragic act of the great Lincoln drama, 
John Wilkes Booth, dark, romantic, 
startlingly handsome, spoiled by an 
indulgent mother, neglected by his 
erratic father, early showing traces of 
his father’s tendency toward mental 
unbalance. He-is an actor of average 
ability. ‘“‘When he was sure of his 
voice, he acts in a play. When it failed 
him he played the actor.’’ Like his 
older brothers Edwin and Junius he 
portrayed Shakespearean roles, most 
frequently the role of Richard III. He 
is a man “born to bring suffering to 
others.”” For him life is immediate. 
He has. no time for thought, and yet 
he thinks he thinks. He is a man who 
has no ethics, “‘only manners.”

The best parts of this novel are part 
two and three, where we are given '@ 
vigorous account of Booth’s attempted 
escape, the agony that attended his 
flight southward, his arrival at Dr, 
Mudd’s house for treatment, the slow 
journey across the river into Virginia, 
the final attempt to take refuge at 
Garret’s farm, the appearance of the 
Federal troops, and death in the burn- 
ing barn. The last part is a percep- 
tive account of the trial, of Stanton’s 
desire for revenge. The trial itself is 
a dramatic commentary upon Lincola’e 
line, “With malice towards none.*

Report on New Developments in Meats 


Boneless Cuts 

Of Pre-Tendered 
Beef Introduced; 
New Type Bacon 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD 
Post-Dispatch Food Editor 

LAST SEPTEMBER we re- 
ported in this column the arrival 
in St. Louis markets of beef 
made tender by a_ technique 
which involves adding a natural 
food enzyme (obtained from the 
juice of the papaya .plant) to 
cattle before processing. So uni- 
formly tender does it make the 
meat that many cuts which for- 
merly required moist heat cook- 
ery may now be cooked by 
either dry or moist heat cooking 
methods. 

Now, just about a year after 
fts introduction, there is more 
important news. Due in part to 
the revised cooking methods 
made possible, and in part to 
the fact that homemakers want 
beef that will cook in less time, 
more lean cuts that can be 
broiled and oven-roasted, more 
boneless roasts for rotisserie 
and spit cooking, new cutting 
methods for this pre-tendered 
beef have been developed. 

This means that you will be 
seeing brand-new cuts with 
brand-new names. They were 
introduced at the Food Editors 
Conference, and are now begin- 
mng to appear in stores in the 
St. Louis area. 

The names will give a clue to 
the method of cookery. For in- 
stance, there is a Denver Oven 
Roast, a Savoy Oven Roast and 
Savoy Broil Steaks; a Penthouse 
Oven Roast and Penthouse 
Steaks. Incidentally, this little 
Penthouse roast will be ideal for 
small families; it weighs from 
one and one-half to three pounds. 

Some of the new cuts will be 
steaks but not roasts, such as 
the Delmonico steaks. 

There are many other roasts 
and steaks; just wanted to alert 
you to the fact that if you see 
new boneless cuts with unfamil- 
iar names at your meat counter 
they may be these recently de-

beef. Cooking instructions will 
be found in special folders at 
the meat counters in markets 
where the beef is available. 

Also new in St. Louis markets 
is a gourmet-type bacon of 
superb flavor. It is processed 
with a longer curing period and 
smoking time than most bacon; 
also is dry-cured in a fashion 
comparable to the processing of 
yesteryear, before the stepped-up 
tempo of living made it neces- 
sary to do everything in the 
quickest way possible. 

As for the more traditional 


meats, hams are a wise invest- 


ment. Prices are attractive on

The menu included a fresh 
peach half, frozen in sirup with

flavor, and a whipped butter 
made elegant with cointreau (a 
specialty of the Kansas City 
Club).

Oven Almond 
French Toast 
(Home Recipe) 

Two eggs, beaten slightly. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Two tablespoons granulated 
sugar. 

One cup milk. 

One-half teaspoon almond ex- 
tract. 

12 slices enriched bread. 

Two tablespoons confectioner’s 
sugar, 

Combine beaten eggs, salt, 
sugar, milk and almond extract 
in a Shallow dish. Dip bread 
into egg mixture, one slice at 
a time; turn slices to coat both 
sides. 

Place dipped slices on a well- 
greased cookie sheet.

The Story of Two Tough Guys and Why They Wouldn't Take Off Their S

A COUSIN OF MINE, now a 
professor of social work, as a 
boy attended a tough north side 
grade school with a very stern 
principal. One of his classmates 
was a choice delinquent. One 
day the principal called the boy 
in for the eusual final warning, 
tongue - lashing and appropriate 
punishment. In the midst of it, 
the boy seized the long-handled 
bell on the desk and hit the prin- 
cipal on the head, 


The teachers in the various 
rooms, hearing the sudden clang 
of the recess bell, may have 
turned startled eyes to the clocks 
for an instant; but they knew it 
was not theirs to question the 
principal's reasons, and they 
quickly marshaled their children 
and started to march them down 
the hall. They were met by the 
apparition of the principal, di- 
sheveled, holding a bloody hand- 
kerchief to his bald spot and 
shouting: “Back to your rooms! 
Back to your rooms!” 

It sounds like a funny story, 
but it isn’t, really.

Psychologists tell us that it is 
not the impulse that counts—pre- 
sumably we all sometimes want 
to hit principals in the head—but 
the interna] restraints, holding us 
back, that distinguish the normal 
from the abnormal.

ARE SCHOOLS DOING the best possible job of education? 
That’s the question parents ask, and it reflects their real 
concern for the welfare of their children. They care desperately 
about their children’s progress. 

If Johnny is average—not ‘‘too bright’’ or ‘‘too slow’’—the 
answer probably is yes, the schools are doing a good job of 
educating him. 

But what if Johnny is an exceptional child, either very 
bright or with learning problems? What if he doesn’t fit into 
the common denominator of the ‘‘average’’ child? Are the 
echools doing the best job for Johnny? 


A few years ago, not so very many, children who 
couldn’t keep up with school quickly dropped out. 
The ones who could keep up continued with varying 
degrees of success. Legal requirements today keep 
children in school longer. Some of them may be mark- 
ing time, feeling discouraged, or hating the world, 
but there they are! For some reason, many people have 
the idea that this gives them “equal opportunity.”’ There 
is no such thing as “equal opportunity.”’ Differences in 
ability keep children from being equal. (n> student’s 
opportunity may be another student’s stone wall! 


Do teachers know this? Certainly! So do school officials, 
school boards and the public. 

Educators responsible for the programs in our schools 
have done many things to improve matters. They have set up 
shop courses, special classes, counseling and other things to 
help ease the lot of the child who doesn’t fit into the ‘“‘average”’ 
pattern. 


What is happening? Parents of gifted children fear the 
schools do not really challenge their children. Parents of 
children who do not do well in school feel that the schools are 
not trying. Parents of ‘‘average”’ children protest that the 
other two groups get all the attention. 

Our educational system is a tradition. Most of us look back 
on the little red schoolhouse, see it with a rosy glow and hate 
to see the picture fade. But fade it must. For better or for 
worse, the horse and buggy has given way to the automobile 
and the airplane; country lanes have turned into freeways with 
cloverleaf interchanges. 


Education must keep up with the times. We all 
know there are not enough classrooms or teachers. But 
must learning come only from classrooms? Aren’t 
there people in the community with special talents and 
skills who may stimulate and help our students? Are 
local business firms and industries doing all they can 
to build interest and experience in their special fields? 


What about the cultural facilities of the community? In 
New York, groups of underprivileged pupils with low abilities 
were given special opportunities. The children were taken to 
plays, museums, to zoos, to the harbor, to visit industrial 
plants. Their imaginations and their interests zoomed. So did 
their goals and their 1.Q.’s. Isn’t this education, too? 

This is a wonderful time to be alive, with a challenge to 
take part in a great new educational and cultural experience. 
We can improve the education of our youth! 

The opportunity is yours, as parents, as much as it is ours, 
as educators.

Hot Jazz by a Banjo-Playing Priest 


The Rev. Joseph Dustin, Here on Visit, Makes Record Album That May Be Big Hit

I CAN REMEMBER one Sun- 
day evening in 1954 at a party 
at our house when the Rev. Jo- 
seph Dustin, a bulky Redemp- 
torist priest, took off his coat, 
clerical vest and collar, settled 
his 330 pounds into an easy 
chair, lit a cigarette and hap- 
pily began to play riverboat jazz 
on an electric plectrum guitar. 

He played the guitar and a 
banjo for hours, going through 
an immense repertory of 250 
songs, occasionally breaking into 
a high vocal. As he played his 
broad face beamed. He was a 
happy man, relaxed from his 
arduous duties of giving eloquent 
and stirring sermons nights and 
mornings for 15 days at a parish 
mission at Mary Queen of Peace 
Church in Webster Groves. He 
was enjoying a gift he had, and 
letting others enjoy it. 

Now the priest has made a 
banjo-playing jazz- record, 
“Songs Father Taught Me,” 
which might make him the most 
famous banjo artist in the United 
States since Eddie Peabody. In 
the four and a half weeks since 
it was issued by Riverside, it 
has sold 10,000 copies in Detroit, 
where he is stationed at Holy 
Redeemer Parish, and it is pick- 
ing up fast all over the country, 
especially in places like Cleve- 
land, Cincinnati, Grand Rapids 
and New Orleans where he has 
visited since it was issued. 

Time magazine recently re 
ported that at Detroit’s third 
annual Festival of American 
Music early in August, Father 
Dustin was as lustily cheered by 
the cats as such famous jazz 
“names” as Dave Brubeck, 
Count Basie, Pete Fountain, 
Cannonball Adderly, Jonah Jones 
and Julie London. It is hoped 
the album wil] hit 100,000 sales, 
which will make it a ‘‘gold’” 
album, a rarified class. Father 
Dustin has already appeared on 
the national TV show, “To Tell 
the Truth,” and has been in- 
vited to appear on the Ed Sulli- 
van Show 

All of which pleases Father 
Dustin immensely, he told me 
this week as he visited St. 
Louis to promote the record, 
as in addition to entertaining 
people and promoting a revival 
of wholesale jazz, he is rais- 
ing a lot of money for the Re- 
demptorist missions in Brazil 
and Thailand. As Redemp- 
torists take a vow of poverty, 
Father Dustin cannot profit 
personally—‘“‘the money goes 
to the poor people.” 

I talked to Father Dustin at 
the D’Arcy Advertising Co., 
where he was visiting an old 
friend and school mate of St. 
Pius’s parochial school in South 
St. Louis, Miss Bonnie Dewes, a 
D'Arcy executive. She had ar- 
ranged a strenous program of lo- 
cal TV and radio interviews for 
him, and in addition he will give 
some solos and duets with Joe 
Schirmer at the Jimmie Durante 
show for the benefit of the Catho- 
lic Radio and Television Apos- 
tolate of St. Louis Friday at Kiel 
Opera House. 

“Father Joe” used to play his 
banjo for boys and girls at their 
parties after they finished high- 
school retreats which he con- 
ducted. “I do an awful lot of 
preaching at the high school 
level,” he said. “‘I only bring out 
the banjo when I’m finished. I 
think it’s a nice thing to get 
young people interested in good 
jazz, if only to get them away 
from rock and roll, and expose 
them to good creative music. 

“Our youngsters have lost too 
much interest in creative things. 
They push a button or turn a dial 
for their entertainment. The fami- 
ly orchestra, the sing-fest in the 
parlor, the family quartet, are 
all gone. If we don’t develop 
musical creativity, we'll end up 
with no song-writers.”’ 

Although he said the record 
people first regarded his as a 
“gimmick” album and were 
astounded by its sale, he sees 
nothing undignified in a priest be- 
ing a jazz musician. 

“In the first place,” he said, 
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FATHER JOSEPH DUSTIN and his 


“it shows that priests aren’t 
necessarily stuffy or too austere. 
I enjoy my music as God wants 
us to enjoy all the good things 
of life in moderation. 

‘IT feel,”’ he went on, soberly, 
‘‘God gives us all some talents. 
We do wrong when we hide those 
talents. We should use them, 
and, if we don’t we are throwing 
away our gifts.” 

‘Father Joe’’—I feel free to 
call him that, as he is a cousin 
of my wife’s—is very serious in 
his vocation, but about music he 
is a very jovial man. Since he 
lost 110 pounds in nine months 
of Spartan diet under a physi- 
cian’s care, he has lost some of 
his Falstaffian look and seems 
almost trim at 220. 


“I had to,” the 45-year-old 
priest said. “I had a bad break- 
down last year and almost died 
of virus pneumonia. I was in 
had shape for six weeks, and I 
almost saw those Pearly Gates.”’ 

His love for the banjo comes 
partly, he said, from the fact it 
is ‘‘a happy instrument.” ‘You 
can’t be sad around banjo mu- 
sic,’’ he reasoned. As a matter 


of fact, I remarked, ‘‘Humor- 
esque,” the tear-jerking violin 
piece, sounds positively gay 


when done on his record with 
“Glow Worm.” 

Some of the other old favorites 
he knocks off on the record are 
“Chinatown, My Chinatown,” 
me Limehouse Blues,” ‘‘Mr. Sand- 

man,”’ Bye, Bye Blackbird,” “I 
Get the Blues When It Rains,” 
“I Love Paris,” “Bye Bye, 
Blues,” ‘“‘Charmaine”’ and, of 
course, “Bill Bailey, Won’t You 
Please Come Home?” for which 
he does a plaintive vocal. There 
is a lot of nostalgia there. Vet- 
eran New York sidemen back 
him. 

Father Dustin’s musical gift 
comes naturally. His father was 
Edward Wilson Dustin, a vaude- 
ville singer and song writer at 
the turn of the century, and a 
movie pioneer. (Father Dustin 
said he is supposed to be de- 
scended from the Hannah Dustin 
of Massachusetts historical fame, 
who in 1697 killed and scalped 
10 Indians after they killed 40 
settlers in a raid on her village, 
killed her week-old baby, and 
took her captive.

THE BIDDING of grand slams 


is sometimes a ticklish affair.

Most of us, even if, as is usually the case, we eat 
more salt than we need, get rid of the excess without 
difficulty. In the case of a mother-in-law in the late 
70s, I doubt that it is necessary to do anything. And 
the habit evidently is fixed.

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


JUST ABOUT everyone agrees 
that drafts of cold air wander 
ing around the house in winter 
are bad things to have about. 
If you go along with this, now 
is the time to do something 
about them, 

Many cold drafts are caused 
by outside air leaking through 
window and door frames. One 
of the best ways to correct 
these is with weatherstripping. 
A good job of weatherstripping 
will reduce leakage at doors 
and windows to a minimum. Of 
course, not all air leaks in 
around the sash and frame or 
the door and frame. Some gets 
through between the frame and 
the siding of the house and the 
way to eliminate this is to make 
sure that all joints between sid- 
ing and frames are filled with 
caulking compound. 

All cold drafts are not due te 
outside air leaking into the 
house. Some are caused by the 
flow of air in the house itself, 
For example, when there is @ 
fire burning in the fireplace, 
there will often be a draft of 
cool air moving across the room 
towards the fireplace. Thig 
problem is often.solved by in- 
Stalling a floor register in front 
of the fireplace so air for the 
fire comes from here rather 
than across the room. 

In many two-story homes, e@ 
pecially those heated with old- 
fashioned warm air furnaces, 
there will be a draft of cold air 
moving down the stairs and 
across the rooms on the lower 
level. Placing a return register 
at the bottom of the stairs or in 
the upstairs hall can eliminate 
this condition. 

Some persons complain of 
drafts when sitting near a win- 
dow. Often the trouble is not @ 
draft but the cold window glass 
draining heat off the body. The 
best remedy here is storm wine 
dows or insulating glass.

| EACH SQUARE yard of the 
sun’s surface sends a _ vast 
amount of energy into space. 
Only a tiny portion of that en- 
ergy (less than a thousandth 
part) reaches the earth or any 
other planet. 
| If we were able to capture 
all the solar energy that does 
reach the earth, and turn it to 
| good use, we could use it to run 
' factories, automobiles, airplanes, 
ocean liners and railway trains. 
| That is just a dream right 
‘now. A few ways have been 
found to use solar energy, but 
it is too costly for most pur- 
poses. Atomic energy seems to 
be a more hopeful source of 
power. 
Q. What are some of the 
things done so far with solar

energy? m 

A. It is employed to heat water, 
for household purposes. This” 
has been accomplished in Ariv 
zona and a few other ‘‘sune 
shine states.” 

Sun engines have been made, 
A pioneer in this field was 
John Ericsson, an American of 
Swedish descent. Among hig$* 
many inventions was a ‘“‘sut 
engine” designed to pump wa- 
ter. This invention was made 
in the latter part of the past 
century. 

Other sun engines have been 
built since that time. Their 
power is supplied by boilers 
containing water heated by sun- 
shine. 

Solar batteries have converted 
sunshine into electrical power. 
Batteries of this kind have been 
employed for portable radios. 

Excellent solar furnaces have 
been produced, and these can 
provide temperatures of 8500 
degrees Fahrenheit, almost as 
high as at the sun’s surface.
